AMONG THE MOUMOWti. 

Eli Perkins Formulates a Few Facts 
From Personal Odservation. 

Salt L.'.ki;, Utah, May IC— The 
]\lormons now peojjle all tho fertile 
valleys from Arizona on the south up 
through Utah and.Idabo.to ^the north- 
ern boundary of Montana, They are 
increasing very fast. The railroad line, 
running 280 miles south of Salt Lake 
through Provo, Neplii and Desert to 
'Frisco, is lined with Mormon farms. 
They also occupy the lands north of 
Salt Lake, forty miles to Ogden, and 
on up the Utah Northern for 417 miles 
to Butte Oity, in Montana. Seven hun- 
dred miles of railroad are lined with 
them. Tliere are about 210,000 Mor- 
mons to-day. T'hey outnumber all 
voters in Utah three to one, and in 
Idaho they have the balance of power. 
They aro all actuated with the one 
idea — to increase, multiply and replen- 
ish the earth. To have many children 
and finally outnumber tho Gentiles in 
their religion. That idea seizes even 
the women. They try to havs children 
and vie with' eaoh other to see who 
shall have the greatest number. Thay 
are increasing in Utah and Idaho five 
times aa fast as the lientilea. 

Every Mormoi\ child is born a 
Cluirch member, and is taught to be a 
polygamint from birth. I have travelled 
among the Mormons for 500 miles. I 
have bebn in their houses and talked 
with their wives. There are over ten 
thousand Mormons who have polyga- 
mous wives from one to twelve. The 
recent prosecution of the polygamists 
(there now sixty polygamists in jail in 
vSalt Lake) has united nil tho ignorant 
Mormons on the subject of polygamy. 
I have failed lo Uud a Mormon women 
who does not boast of the virtues of 
polygamy, and shamelessly say, "I 
hope my husband will take as many 
wives as he wants to." 

!Now, what is to bo done?" 
I spent many hours with the Mor- 
mon leaders in Salt Lake. I found 
President Taylor, Bishop Oahnon and 
.lohn W. Young, the favorite son of 
the Prophet, hiding in the woods to 
avoid sentence. Hiram Clawson, con- 
temporary with Josejih Smith and 
Drigham, from Xauvoo to Salt Lake, 
had just served a six months' sentence 
for living with two of Brigliam' Young's 
daughters. I have been known as a 
friend of the Mormons and they talked 
idaiuly with me. In their hearts I 
found that Bishop Clawson and Bish- 
op Cannon were much troubled. They 
believed that polygamy came in a di- 
vine revelation through Brigham 
Young. 

"We consider polygamy a part of 

our religion," they said, "and the Con- 
stitution guarantees religiou.s freedom." 

I tried liard to get them to say that 
they would give uji future polygamy. 
They invariably replied: 

"But it is our religion. How can we 
give it upl" 

When I asked Hiram Clawson if ho 
would be willing to );ive up future 
polygamy if the Government would let 
past polygamy take care of itself, he 
said: 

"You can say that I am willing lo 
have future polygamy punished accord- 
ing to the laws, but I am not willing 
to have families who went into poly- 
gamy years ago disturbed, I married 
two of Brighain Young's daughters. I 
have twenty seven children by them. 
I shall never aciandon either of these 
wives unless I am in prison. I will suf- 
fer my whole life behind tho bars, but 
I will stand by these wives and against 
making any of these children illegitim- 
ate."

An editor's LncJ<. 

The late.st tale of presence of mind 
in an emergency cotues from Albuquer- 
que, N. M. It appears that the edi- 
tor of an Albuquerque paper had been 
more straightforsvard in some of his 
printed assertions than is customary 
in that community, and that after con- 
sidering it, eleven citizens of the 
place concluded that it was best to 
lynch him. After the far southwest- 
ern way they Uid not conceal their in- 
tention, and the fact came to the ears 
of the editor that on a certain night 
those eleven citizens would hang him. 
Ho lived alone in a log honsts couHist 
ing of a single room, with a cellar un- 
derneath. He had but one_coui|)aiiion, 
a pet'grizzly bear,. r,aud > it occurred to 
him-^-and this is where he slibwed his 
presence of mind — that he would re- 
tire to the oellar and leave the upper 
room to I he grizzly. They always 
keep lynching ap[)ointmcuits in the 
southwest, and the eleven citizens ar- 
rived promptly with a rope. The 
door was not opened when they knock- 
ed, so they battered it in with the ut- 
most cheerfulness and a few o.iths, 
and rushed in over its fragments to se- 
cure their man. They had neglected 
to bring a light with them, but they 
had no difficulty in finding what they 
supposed to be the individual tiiey were 
looking for. He resisted nioro than 
they had anticipated, but tlu-y were 
resolute in the matter, and what hap- 
pened in the darkness was of an ex- 
traordinarily lively character. From a 
brief account of tho aflair which bsia 
got into the papers, it seema that the 
lynchers did not retire until three of 
them had lost an eye atdece, ono a foot 
and three fingers, while another w >.s 
deprived of all that portion of tli« 
left arm l.)elow the elbow. The remain- 
ing six were more or less mutilated, 
but not maimed for life. The .-Vlbii- 
querque editor has, at the present 
time, the most tremendous re]}utation 
as a fighter in the Territory of New 
Mexico; the subscription list of his 
paper is going n]i, and there is talk of 
running him for shorilT. ]fis [let bear 
hangs about the cabin im usual, fight- 
ing liios and chewing on old boot heels, 
and is as sleek and innocent of de- 
meanor as. the^ president of a board of 
foreign'missions.- "'■

MR. DUNSMUIRS HE- ELECTION. 

The requisition lately teudered Mr. R. 
Dansimiir, SI. P. r. lor Nauaimo, by over 
three huudred of Lis coustituouts, jiays a 
striking and high compliment to bis iiiivate 
ns well as his ptiblic character, and is a 
"V'olnntary oxprossion of the esteem iu which 
Le ia held in that town. He baa received 
bis share of political abuse — few men more 
completely — but, without any eflbrt tipon 
bis part, it has fallen like water from a 
duck's baoki and th« people— his oouHtitn- 
cnts— brought face to face with the necessi- 
ty of selecting one whom the; know, und 
■' upoa^: whom, knowing, thfiy;;oau depend, 
turn— with an impulse whose pre- 
dominance is unuiistakeablo — to Mr. 
- -Bobort Duusmuir -whom they have 
tried and with whom they are aatisfiod. 
As is well known here, it had not been 
Mr, Dunamuir'a intention to n^ain offer 
himself for their suffrages, deeming that 
his aonstituents would be of . the opiuion 
that the' weight of private" business would 
prevtmt him devoting to the po- 
litical requiromeiits of tho dis- 
trict that amount of time which 
they may exact. But tho electors do 
not think so; and couaidor tliat his and 
their interests are so wrapped totrother as 
to be almost identical; and therefore wish 
to see him continue to act as their repres- 
entative in tlie local legislature. And in 
tliiis acting we fool tint thoy have done 
wisoly. Tlio people of Nunuiiuo know 
tliat the senior member for tho district 
is, and has been, one of them. Ho has 
made hia money amongst them, and they 
have shared in the prosperity oaased by 
the industry he has fostered. Where he 
has acquired his means there he has stay- 
ed to expend them, iiiatoad of spending 
years in traveling iu distant lands, visit 
ing points of old and new world interest, 
or maintaining an eatnblishment in keep- 
ing with his large fortune in one of the 
great capitals of the world, as many simi- 
larly situated would have done. The is- 
land railway in favor of whose construc- 
tion evoryone was and had been for years 
unanimous, is, owing to his enterprise, 
already nearly complotod, and has involv- 
ed an outlay of capital the benotit of 
■which few liut have directly or indirectly 
felt. Mr. DunBmuiris,therefore, essential- 
ly a representative man. His home still is 
made in tho country of hia adoption; his 
heart and interest are with these people, 
and his pi -ail ion placea him above impu- 
tations with u iiu;!i nuiiiy Cfiually worthy but 
less favorod mon are liable to bo plausi- 
bly assailed. This being tho case, his 
constituents bave chonen wisely and well 
lu asking him in such an influential num- 
ber to again become their representative 
in the local house.

The publicaliou of the vcteon the Koots- 
nay bill by The Colonist yesterday has 
opened the eyes of inany of those who 
attended the meeting on Thursday evening. 
A very discreditable attempt had been made 
by an evening paper to saddle the responsi- 
bility of that inenaure on the goverument; 
but the journals of the house prove that uli 
but one of the opposition (including tho 
leader and Mr. Orant) voted for the bill. 
The remarks ot most of tlie speakers on 
Thursday nifbt were excu.sable because 
they bad been deceived.

heading of "What some people say," that 
were of such a iiaturu aa would ciuiae 
"some" people to form a very erroneous 
opinion of Nicola valley. I have waited 
some time to see if some more competent 
person than myself would take the re- 
sponsibility which 1 now assume of speak- 
ing concerning tho matter.s which -some 
unknown person has keen kind enough to 
inform you upon. In the lir.^r place your 
informant says that Miss Ann»troiig's 
school, I^icula Lake, ia the only school in 
the province which is composed exclu- 
sively of white children. Evidently your 
informant is either a stranger in regard 
to tho schools of Nicola, or else a person 
vory regardless of what ho says; for if 
ho had taken the trouble to visit tho 
school taught by Mi.S3 Carmichael at 
"Scott's" ha would have found that school 
to be composed exclusively of white chil- 
dren. In the ne.xt place your informant 
says that at least oiio-fourth of the sohnl'irs 
attendiiig"Woodwiird'a school, "Lower Ni- 
cola, are hiilf-breed.'i. Now, iMr. Kditur, 
I don't wish to say anything about tho 
half-breeds, knowing it is a tender aub- 
joot, but your informant speaks of them 
as if it waa a disgrace for a sohool to bo 
compoaod of half-breeds or to be associa- 
ted with them in any way. This I attri- 
bute to an absence of conimon aen.se on 
his part. I know of half-lireods residing 
in Nicola who are more scrupulous aa to 
tho voracity of their word than your in- 
formant apparently ia, and aa to one-fourth 
of the acholara attending "Woodward'a 
school" being half-breeds, on a recent in- 
spection of the register of that school I 
found that the total number of scholars 
on the roll waa seventeen; of these four 
wore half- breeds; one of the four was 
over school age and has toft school, yet 
in accordance with tho rulos for keeping 
tho register, his name is retained thereon 
until tho end of tho year. That leaves a 
balance of three, and only one out of the 
three has been in regulai attendance dur- 
ing the year. But suppose three of the 
regular scholars are half-breedr; that does 
not make one-fourth, but less than one- 
fifth of tho whole number half-breeds, 
and conso(]uontly, your informants words 
are false. In the next place your infor- 
mant says that the "W. W." correspond- 
ent of The (Mmiiat might bo improved 
by bsiug in some way related to a school- 
teacher. From a personal knowledge of 
the attainments of the "VV, W." corres- 
pondent, I admit it, but what person 
couldn't, I aski However, 1 know that 
the "W. \V," correspondent uses more of 
the elements that school-teachers are sup- 
posed to know and use than your in- 
formant does of voracity and its attend- 
ant virtues, if I am to judge by hia items. 
Lastly, your informant says that Mr. A. 
E Howse ia causing tho other morcliants 
to look and feel as if it were ail over with 
them. If your informant saw any of the 
merchants of Nicola looking and feeling 
as he says, his opinion of their state was 
evidently after he had imbibed freely of 
certain beverages which, I understand, 
Mr. H. haa authority to soil. I always 
like to hear the truth told, under all cir- 
cumstances. This is what I have endeav- 
ored to do in the foregoing, and I think 
it will bear the closest scrutiny. By in- 
serting this ill your paper you will not 
only confer a favor upon mo and tho ma- 
jority of the people of Lower Nicola, but 
will also rightly inform the numerous 
readers of your paper, touching the itf^!^ls 
I have heretofore mentioned.

In the meantime tho diil'er- 
euces between England and China respect- 
ing the suzerainty of China over Burmah 
continue to widen, aud the affairs of the 
two povrera have never been in u more un- 
satisfactory condition. Unless China's 
claims are soon settled, it looks as though 
England will shortly have China on her 
hands. Tho great crisis at home bus so 
occupied the minds of Euglisbinen that 
affairs in Burmah have been forgotten for 
th« moment, and very little has been done 
to avoid the impending trouble.

CABLE NEWS. 

ENGLAKl) 

London, May 29. — The usual cere- 
monies upon the Saturday; Jollo^ring the 
anniversary of the Queen's -bitthday were 
celebrated to day. The prince ;ah j prin- 
^Bs^of W&les.and most of the.r nobility 
witnessed the parade of the soldiers, 
which waa very inpressing. 

It is authoritatively stated this afternoon 
that Hartington and hia whig followers 
have resolved to vote againat the home 
rule bill when it comes up for a second 
reading, and that Chamberlain and hia 
radical isupporters have deoided to ab- 
stain from voting on that occasion, thus 
insuring the succeaa of the nieaaure on 
the aecond reading. 

Tho salvation army congress opoued to- 
day. It will remain in session a week. 
Two thonsanil oflioers and many thousand 
soldiers of the anuy from all parts of the 
world are present. Gen. Booth, cowmaudor 
of the urmy, iu bis opening address gave 
statistics showing the work performed by 
the organization during the past year. He 
said in Great Britain alone $350,000' had 
been contributed to the treasury, 10,000 
girls were zesoued from life on the streets, 
anil nineteen homes for tho poor and friend- 
less havo been established and put in work- 
ing order. Delegate Smith from tho United 
States made an address on the work in 
America aud greatly moved the nndionce 
by bis thrilling story of souls saved. 

In pursuance of instructions from tiie 
United States government Miuisier 
Phelps had an intorvieiv to-day with 
Lord RosQb«*irv. foreign secretary, on the 
tishoriea question. It is learned from 
olKciat iiuartora that the govornment ia 
rather glad than otherwise that tho trou- 
ble haa occurred as it ia thought tho prR- 
aent dispute will hasten a lasting settle- 
ment. , 

Advices from Gibraltar say that the 
Spanish revenue cutter (irod upon and 
seized three trading boats in Engliah wat- 
ers. An artillery fire from the rock was 
opened on the cutter which was eventual- 
ly brought to Gibraltar with three boats 
by a British armed launch.

Sa.v Francisco, May 2'J. — Bean and 
Oaborne, bankers, who loft Hayward's 
with some thousands of dollars deposited 
with them, were captured in this city last 
night. They are in Alameda ceunty gaol. 

T'imotliy Whalen, convicted of tho mur- 
der of his father on tho i lth of February 
last, was sentenced this morning to 25 
years at the San Quentin state prison. 

Nkw Vork, May 29. — The weekly bank 
statement shows a reserve iiicroaao of 
827,000. Tho banks now hold §13,831,- 
000 in excess of tho legal rule. 

Washinoto.v, D. C, May 29. — Acting 
Secretary Fairchild to-day sent the fol- 
lowing . telegraphic instructions to the 
collector of customs at Portland, Maine, 
in regard to tho Canadian schooner Sis- 
ters which was detained in that port for 
alleged violations of tho customs rogula- 
lations: "On payment of the coat of this 
telegram and expenses, if any, arising 
from the detention of the vosael you will 
not exact the fine incnrrod by the schoon- 
er Sisters, under section 2814, B. S." 
The action of Mr. Fairchild is based on 
the belief that the maator of thu Sisters 
had no intention of evading or violating 
the law in any respect.

ITiic Solemn Ceremony at St. 
AntlreWs Vliis Hlorninir. 

rail Dcsci'ijsilioii of (lie Sucrcd 
Vcsiiueni.— Order ol Ser- 
vices Duringr the Say. 



Tiio ])ro- Cathcdrul,, on View street, will 
be the soeno this morning, of ono of thoao 
grand ceremoniala with which the Catho- 
lic church delights to edify her children. 
'I ho distinguished prelate who presides 
with so much grace and tact over this ex- 
tensive diocese will be again invested with 
the Pallium — a sacred vestment worn on 
solemn occivaionn, by the pope, by patri- 
archs, primates and raotrupolitnns, as a 
distinctive mark of their dignity, and a 
siKU of their amplo jurisdiction. It is 
conferred only upon such arohbiahcpa as 
are heads of an. ^ ecoleaiastical province, 
and have suETragan bishops under thcin. 
The occasions are rare when a ddviatrdn 
is made from this rule. Hia grace, 

ARClIttlSllOP SliOJIKRS, 

however, had the pallium conferred upon 
him wlien he succeeded Archbishop Blau- 

ohet, as the head of the ecclesiastical pro- 
vinco of Oregon. Two years ago, of his 
own volition, he resigned the dignity of 
metropolitan, and resolved to devoto him- 
self to the missions of Vancouver Island 
and Alaska, whore the bulk of hia life- 
work had been done, and ^o which he was 
devotedly attached. Pope Leo, well- 
pleased with his abnegation and self-aacri- 
lice, granted him the privilege of bearing 
the title of archbishop, and of using the 
pallium and the archiepisccpal cress. 

the PALLIUM 

is in its form not unlike that of a 
acarf, is about three inches in width, 
and the ends are joined tugetiier. 
It hanga over the shouldora, aud on the 
breast aud back. An additional ntrip, 
about six lushes in length, has small loaileu 
tassels, covered with black silk, fastuued to 
the end. The Palliwm is of i)uro white 
wool, embi-oidiTod with blaolc, red oi- pur- 
ple oroBses. It is of great mitiiinily, siuoo 
wo road that iu the fourth century, iu tha 
reign of Emporor Coustantiue I, the BLshop 
of Oiitia received the Pallium from Popo 
Marc. 

There luo, indeed, earlier vestiges of its 
ust) but the persooutiouH under which the 
church sulVered until Coustantiue'sgrncious 
reigu, have left ur but scanty memorialu of 
church history nnd practice. Church hi.-i- 
tori.nns have, it may be added, traced the 
origin of the I'ullium to St. Peter, the 
])i in(!o of the npostlea. There is still extuut 
a letter of Popo Gregory I.writtenduiiug the 
reign of the Kiuperor Mauritius in the sixth 
cantury, to AuguHtiuo, tir.st bishop of C'aii- 
terbnry, who, as all readern of Kiiglish his- 
tory know, coiivorteJ the .\iiglo-Saxoii.'<. 
Ho wasgrnutoil tho iisti of the I'alliuiu, uud 
Popo Oregory iu this letter proiuise.s the 
u.iiiio to tho binhop.Hof London :iud York. 

Tho I'allium in obtained iu tho following 
mauuer: Kvery year, on tho '2 Ist of J.'iuu- 
ary, tho feast of St. Agnes, whilat the 
"Agnus Dei" is ch.iated by tba choir at 
high m&Bs in the church in the city of Borne 
that bears the name of that youthful virgin 
aud martyr, the religious of the convent 
attached to that church offer at tho altar 
two white, Rpotloss lambs. The lambs are 
adorned with liowerH aud rich garlands. 
After the "Ite Mis.sa Eat" of tho mass, tho 
lambs are placed on tho altar, one on the 
Epistle side and one on tho Gospel aide, 
each standing on a cushion of white dam- 
usk, richly oruameutod. The celebrant of 
the mass blesses theae lambs by solemn 
prayer and sprinkling of holy water. Tho 
lambs are then entrusted to two c.inouK of 
tho Latevan Basilica, who, aocoiupmiied by 
other dignitaries of that church, bring them 
over to the Vatican, whore again thoy are 
blessed by tho sovereign poutifl'. After 
whicli the lambs are given iu charge of tho 
religious of tho Blessed Sacrament, At tho 
proper time theso religions sheer the lambs, 
prepare tho wool, and weave it into thu in- 
signia of tho archicpiscopnl dignity. 

Thus propared in sufficient numbers thoy 
are deposited on the eve of the feast oi thu 
glorious apostlsB St. Peter and St. Paul 
on the tomb of the prince of the apostles. 
They are loft there during tho night, and 
are blessed on the following day, tho 
feast itself, at St. Peter's altar,

gated. for tho purpose, sprinkles the Pal- 
liuma with holy water and incenses them. 
In a sublime prayer he beaeeches the 
eternal Pastor of Souls, our Divine Lord, 
who has represented them under tho 
name of sheep, and through Jesus has en- 
trusted them to St. Peter and hia auo- 
ceaaora, to send upon tho sacred vest- 
ments tho abundance of his blessings; 
thai, as they represent the plenitude and 
excellence of tho pastoral othce, they may 
also fully effect it. He further prays 
that all who are to bo invested with these 
Palliums, may, after tho example of .lesue 
Ohriat, the real Good Shepherd and tho 
princo and model of pastors, love tenderly 
tho sheep coramilted to their care, bring 
biick those that have gone astray, aaok 
with oagorness those that are -lost, and 
load them all to one true fold; but, above 
all, ho praya thiit by a faithful observance 
(if the laws of God, they may guide their 
dock unto otornal salvation. 

After tho bleaaiiig of tho Palliums thoy 
are enclosed in silver oasketa and pre- 
served in the Basilica of St. Peter, near 
the tomb of that Apostle. The Canon 
Sacristan of the Basilica takes thorn in 
charge, and the first master of Pontifical 
ceremonies is tho guardian of tho key. 
The Pallium, enveloped in a covorof silk, 
is sent to the prelate for whom it is 
dostinod, who offers on its reception two 
torch ts of wax, which burn on the altar 
during the ceremony. 

TUK CERK.MONV. 

The Sovereign Pontiff delegates one or 
more bishops to invest the prelate with 
the Pallium, On the appointed day, 
the prelate to bo invested, and the other 
prelates repair to the church whore the 
ceremony is to take plnco, PontiBcial 
High Mass is celebrated, and after the 
Communion of the Celebrant, the Pallium 
is unfolded iu the middle of the altar, 
and covered with a ailk cloth. The mass 
being ended the bishops who are to confer 
tho Pallium, vested in their Pontifical 
robes, are soated on tho platform of the 
altar. Tho prelate to bo invested, dressed 
in full Pontificals (with tho exception of 
the gloves and the Mitre), kncola before 
them and takes the oath of tidelity to the 
Uoly See. This being finished, tho 
bishops rise, take the Pallium from the 
altar, and the most worthy or the oldest 
of them, places the Pallium on tho 
shoulders of the prelate, making use of 
the proBoribod prayer. Then the prolate, 
thus invested;' rlBCs, goes up to the altar, 
and having the Arohiepiaoopal Cross be- 
fore him, bestovrs upon tho people the 
solemn blessing. When a metropolitan 
is moved from ono Seo to another, he 
takes with him tho Pallium he had in his 
foi'mer;Arohdioceae, but does not use it 
any-'llpnger, since he requires a new 
Palliiam for the new See.
